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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

2. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 1-5 and 7- 
10 directed to inventions non-elected without traverse. 

3. Accordingly, claims 1-5 and 7-10 have been cancelled. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding claim 6, 
the combination of Sullivan et al. and Ichikawa et al. does not teach a first die having a second 
gate provided in such a manner as to bypass the front side cavity face and to open at a face to be 
mated with the second die and having a portion extending from an opening at the face to be 
mated with the second die substantially perpendicularly to the face to be mated with the second 
die. Furthermore, the combination of the above cited prior arts does not teach a third die having a 
substantially J-shaped connecting passage opening at the rear side cavity face and at a face to be 
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mated with the first die so as to fluidly connect the second gate to the rear side cavity face and 
having a portion extending from an opening at the face to be mated with the first die 
substantially perpendicularly to the face o be mated with the first die. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance." 

5. Claim 6 is allowed.
